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RENT CONTROL 


In a recent speech Don. Brown 
M.P. had the following to say in 
connection with Rent Control 
Legislation. 

On Thursday November 3, 
the Hon. Doublas Abbott, Minis- 
ter of Finance, made a statement 
to the Hougy cf Commons regar- 
ding Rent Control which has 
caused cofisiderable discuss'on 
especiallyezmong persons who 
rent, since it permitted an in- 
creas in rents of houses and a- 
pa tm nts which are still under 
control. 


Now, it should be remem- 
bered that the provinces under 
our cont tution have the full au- 
thority and responsib‘lity of pro- 
perty and civil rights. The rights 
of property owners and those 
who rent are defined in Ontario 
by the Landiord and Tenant 
Act. At the outbreak of the last 
war the Fedeyil Government as- 


sumed control of rent, prices. and ¥ 


wages for the purpose of protect- 
ing our people during: the period 
of the war and for the purpose 
of seeing that our people were 
encouraged to obtain a maxinaim 
of production of war materials 
without having to fear the an- 
scrupulous peson who would 


make an unreasonable profit du- 


ring a period of national emer- 
gency. Then. too, it was to pro- 
tect the families of those who 
were setving in the armed forces.

ed that’ it was going to endeav- 
our to de-contrel rents in an or- 
derly fashion. The Conservatives 
had been demandime that all con- 
trols be removerl.
